The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: Miya et al disclose a transitional-metal compound 
having a bie-substituted-cyclopentadienyl ligand of bridged 
structure instead of having a mono-cyclopentadienyl ligand and a 
heteroatom ligand as claimed (see column 2, lines 7-27). Stevens 
et al, albeit is not a prior art, disclose a monycyclopentadienyl 
metal complex compound containing a noncoordinating, compatible 
anion of a Bronated acid salt rather than a Lewis base as claimed 
(see column 3, lines 28-56 >. Through the text search as well as 
the computer structure search, no basis for such an unique 
metallocene compound was found in any way similar to the present 
invention* The unexpected result of obtaining an olefin polymer 
with a high molecular weight and a relative narrow molecular 
weight distribution by using this compound as a catalyst avoid 
any prima facie case of obviousness. Therefore, claims 2, 4-6, 
and 25-26 are allowable over Miya et al.
